Kohl to delay decision on tank sales 


BONN 1 R 1 — West German Chancellor Helmut Kohl, who tours 
the vliddie East this week, is in a dilemma o^er whether to sell 
Leopard-2 tanks to Saudi Arabia, despile Israeli protests, a senior 
Foreign Ministry official said Sunday. Diplomats say the issue of 
the sales seems certain to dominate Mr. Kohl's talks with Saudi 
leaders. Refusal to sell could sour relations whh one. of Bonn’s 
closest Arab partners. The minister of state for foreign affairs. 
Alois vlenes. told a television interviewer no decision had yet 
been made. “The Gulf region, including Saudi Arabia, needs 
security, but Israel also has a right to security against dangers 
which threaten its existence." he said. Former Israeli Prime Min- 
ister vlenachem Begin said this summer that delivery of the tanks 
to Saudi Arabia would seriously threaten Israeli security.

Cairo extends emergency laws 


CAIRO (Rj — The Egyptian parliament Sunday agreed by an 
overwhelming majority to extend for a third year special eme- 
rgency laws, disregarding opposition threats to boycott next 
April's general elections. Ibrahim Shukri, leader of the main, 
opposition centrist Socialist Labour Party, accused the gov- 
ernment in a heated parliamentary debate of using the powers to 
blackmail members of his party. The emergency laws, introduced 
the day after President Anwar Sadat was assassinated by Muslim 
fundamentalists on Oct. 6, 19X1, provide for detention without 
trial. Mr. Shukri. interrupted by cries of liar from government 
benches, said: ’* .Members of our party- have been summoned by 
the police and reminded that they could be detained anytime.” He 
said it was difficult for his party to compete in the next general 
elections under these circumstances.

Gloomy prospects face 


Lebanon reconciliation 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Hopes for a rec- 
onciliation between the Lebanese gov- 
ernment and its opponents faded Sunday 
with doubts over Druze leader Walid Jun- 
blatt’s intentions in the Shouf mountains and 
amid reports that about 600 soldiers have 
deserted from the army. 


At the same time, warring 
Druze and rightist militias Sunday 
exchanged women and children 
held captive since last month's fig- 
hting. 

President Amin Gemayel held 
emergency meetings to discuss an 
announcement by Mr. junblau of 
what appeared to be a Druze sep- 
aratist government. 

News of Mr. Junblatt's move 
brought surprise and con- 
demnation on Lebanese radio sta- 
tions. in newspapers and among 
many ordinary Lebanese who had 
hoped last week's ceasefire would 
help to lead to a proposed gov- 
ernment of national unity. 

vlr. Gemayel apparently fears 
the Druze leader s announcement 
of a civil administration in the 


mainly-Druze Shouf mountains 
could lead to partition of Leb- 
anon. The president was meeting 
senior aides and statesmen to. dis- 
cuss the move. 

A government spokesman acc- 
used Mr. Junblait and his Druze 
militia forces of trying to set up a 
Druze canton in what he said was a 
step towards the partition of Leb- 
anon. 

Bur Mr. JunblatL speaking in 
the mountain town of Hammana. 
said the local administration he 
announced for the Shouf Saturday 
was not intended to partition the 
country but to prevent chaos. 

He spoke Sunday during a con- 
troversial meeting with some 6l>0 
soldiers who said they were des- 
erting from the Lebanese army in 


protest against being ordered to 
fight other Lebanese. 

In last month's mountain war. 
which ended with a ceasefire a 
week ago. the main combatants 
were the army and Mr. Junblatt' s 
mainly Druze Progressive Soc- 
ialist Party (PSP). 

Faroak Jabr. a counsellor to 
President Amin Gemayel. told a 
press conference he understood 
Mr. Junblau had told the soldiers 
he wanted lhe army to split and 
this was unacceptable. 

In their meeting with Mr. Jun- 
blau. about 61 soldiers, inc- 
luding 3o officers, read out a sta- 
tement that they had deserted 
from the Lebanese army because 
they have been turned into “tools 
to tear up our country." 

They said they were from dif- 
lereni religious sects. Local res- 
idents believe most of them are 
Druze. 


There have been unconfirmed 
reports that an undetermined 
numberof Dru^e soldiers had def- 
ected from thej army and joined 
Druze militiamen fighting against 
the Lebanese army in the Shouf 
and Aley mountains. 


Defence Ministry sources in 
Yarze. east of Beirut, made no 
immediate comment on the rep- 
orted defections. 

“About 600 army personnel 
have come here from various bar- 
racks in the country. From now on 
they will not carry out any orders 
issued by Lhe commander of the 
Lebanese Army (Major General) 
Ibrahim Tannous.” a man who 
identified himself as Colonel Fuad 
Hasan told reporters. 

“How can we carry out orders 
after we were forced to become 
tools to tear up our country? How 
can we go on being asked to fight 
our people?" the statement asked. 

Ever since the latest conflict 
began at the end of August there 
were fears among many Lebanese 
that the army would split along 
sectarian lines as it did at the start 
of the 1975-76 civil war. 

By the time Lhe conflict ended 
with a ceasefire last week, it app- 
eared the army had generally held 
together despite persistent reports 
of a few hundred defections by 
Druze soldiers.

U.S. show off was to 


test Soviets, says Tueni 


Syria reiterates rejection 
of U.N. truce observers 


BEIRU r (R> - The U.S. Navy's 
recent show of Force off Lebanon 
was partly aimed at testing Soviet 
reaction, senior Lebanese pre- 
sidential adviser Ghassan Tueni 
was quoted Sunday as saying. 

Mr. Tueni. former Lebanese 
ambassador to the United Nat- 
ions. told the English-language 
Monday Morning magazine, pub- 
lished Sunday, that' he thought 
"the (Soviet i answer to the test 


was negative. 

Asked whether he thought last 
week’s Lebanese ceasefire inv- 
olved some U.S.-Soviet agr- 
eement. Mr. Tueni said: 

" What seems to have happened 
is that the ( U.S.i show of force... 
must have had its effect. 1 think 
pan ol the exercise was designed 
to test the Soviets, to see how far 
they would go and whether they 
would sustain a confrontation and 
allow it to go to its optimal dim- 
ension. I think the answer to the 
test was negative." Mr. T ueni said. 

" What was more important was 
the Syrian reaction to the U.S. 
show ol force... behind the cea- 


sefire. there was a conviction by 
Syria that the U.S. determination 
had reached a threshold at which it 
would have been unwise and uns- 
afe to press any further." 

The U.S. has 15 naval vessels 
off Beirut, including the awesome 
battleship New Jersey which arr- 
ived just before last weekend's 
ceasefire was announced. 

Some of the vessels used their 
guns during last month's fighting, 
usually saying this was in defence 
of the U.S. Marinos and diplomats 
onshore. 

On one occasion, on Sept. 19. 
the U.S. Navy fired hundreds of 
rounds at anti-government forces 

In the interview published Sun- 
day. Mr. Tueni said: “ vly guess is 
that the Soviets would like to see 
the U.S. not leave the scene but 
get more involved and hence I 
don't believe that we have reached 
the end of this game. 

“1 think the game will be con- 
tinuing and 1 don't think the Sov- 
iets have accepted what happened 
last Sunday (the day of the cea- 
sefire agreement i as finaL” 


DAMASCUS (Rt - A Syrian 
minister Sunday reiterated Syria's 
opposition to the use of U.N. obs- 
ervers to monitor the Lebanon 
ceasefire, saying it would mean 
U.N. interference in Lebanon's 
internal affairs, the official Syrian 
News Agency reported. 

In a statement to the agency. 
Minister of State for Foreign Aff- 
aire Farouq AI Share’ said dep- 
loyment of U.N. observers in Leb- 
anon was not included in the 
four-point Saudi-mediated cea- 
sefire agreement that went into 
effect last week. 

The agreement called for dep- 
loyment of neutraL not U.N. obs- 
ervers. to monitor the ceasefire, 
the agency quoted Mr. Share' as 
saying. 

Syria has also said the use of 
U.N. observers would lead to the 
partitioning of Lebanon. 

The Syrian position was sup- 
ported by Saudi Arabia's new 
ambassador to Washington, Pri- 
nce Bandar Iba Sultan who played 
a key role in the ceasefire neg- 
otiations. He said after meeting 
President Reagan on Thursday 


that' tli's use of an Arab League 
force was a possibility. 

The official Syrian daily new- 
spaper AI Thawra. meanwhile, 
said in a reference to the dep- 
loyment of U.N. observers: “Syria 
will not allow American- Israeli 
hegemony in Lebanon and will not 
tolerate hostile forces in Leb- 
anon." 


The paper said that the " Leb- 
anese national forces" would not 
ipermit exploitation of the cea- 
sefire agreement in Lebanon and 
insisted on starting a national con- 
ciliation dialogue. 

The ruling Baaih Parly new- 
spaper Tishrin said Syria would 
continue to exert all efforts to pre- 
vent strife in Lebanon.

Fateh rebels

DAMASCUS (R) — More mem- 
bers of Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat’s Fateh guerrilla group 
have rebelled and taken over sev- 
eral of his bases in Syria, rebel 
spokesman Mahmoud Labbadi 
said Sunday. 

“There were no occupations, no 
• attacks. What happened was that 
Fateh officials decided to join the 
opposition movement against 
Arafat. We expect more to join us 
soon," Mr. Labbadi said in a sta- 


It accused the Lebanese gov- 
ernment of hindering imp- 
lementation of the ceasefire acc- 
ord. a major point of which is a 
national dialogue in Lebanon. 

“Only Lebanese President 
Amin Gemayel is calling for U.N. 
observers lo monitor the cea- 
sefire. thus forgetting the outcome 
of such an action." the paper said. 


Kin nock emerges as U.K. Labour leader 


BRIGHTON (Ri — The British 
Labour Party, struggling to rec- 
over from its worst election defeat 
since 191 S. Sunday elected lef- 
twinger Neil Kinnock. 41. as its 
leader. 

Mr. Kinnock. Labour's edu- 
cation spokesman, won ove- 
rwhelmingly on the first ballot ol a 
complex electoral college at the 
stan of the pany's annual con- 
ference in this south coast resort. 

He captured more than 70 per 
cent of the vote. His nearest rivaL 
Roy Hatiereley. got less than 2n 
per cent. 

In a statement issued after the 
vote. Mr. Kinnock declared: “I 
look forward confidently to lea- 
ding Labour to power and Britain 


to recovery." 

But he admitted the Labour 
movement no longer claimed aut- 
omatic suppon from voters see- 
king an alternative to the ruling 
Conservative Party. 

Party sources said his imm- 
ediate priority would be to try and 
unite Labour's feuding left and 
right-wing factions and to regain, 
the suppon of millions of voters 
who dcsened the party at the June 
general election. 

He succeeds veteran leftwinger 
vlichaei Foot. 7ii. who announced 
he was quitting in June, days after 
the panv suffered its worst general 
election defeat in more than half a 


century. 

vlr. Kinnock becomes Labour's 


youngest leader, facing a daunting 
task of clawing back that lost ele- 
ctoral support and uniting the 
party's warring factions. 

The new leader of the official 
opposition joins the leaders of the 
mi Jd/e-of-the-road affiance. Lib- 
eral David Steel and Social Dem- 
ocrat David Owen, both 45. in 
mounting youthful challenges to 
Mrs. Thatcher. 58 this month. 

But even before the conference 
began, vlr. Kinnock and other 
leading party figures were in sharp 
disagreement over the key issue of 
Labour s controversial defence 
and disarmament policy. 

Party sources said there was an

IAEA to study Soviet nuclear safeguards 


V IENNA (R) — Soviet and Uni- 
ted Nations officials will meet in 
Vienna Monday for secret talks 
aimed at opening up Soviet nuc- 
lear reactors to international ins- 
pection for the first time, official 
sources said Sunday. 

The talks at the U.N.'s Int- 
ernational Atomic Energy Age- 
ncy (IAEA; will be the second 
round since Moscow offered last ■ 
year to place part of its civilian 
nuclear programme under IAEA 
safeguards. 

“It is quite conceivable that an 
agreement will be reached soon." 
IAEA sources said. This would 
mean that the Soviet Union would 
offer a list of nuclear installations 
that it was willing to open up to 
international inspectors. 


The IAEA promotes the pea- 
ceful use of nuclear technology in 
economic sectors, but saf- 
eguarding nuclear reactors so that 
fuel is not diverted from civilian to 
military plants is one of its most 
important tasks. 

The 1 1 1 -member agency mon- 
itors the fuel cycle on per cent 
of reactors in non-nuclear wea- 
pons states and operates voluntary 
agreements with three nuclear- 
. weapons states — the United Sta- 
tes. France and Britain. 

Under these agreements, the 
agency can inspect and safeguard 
some of those countries reactors. 
The Soviet Union, though an 
IAEA member, has not opened its 
nuclear reactors to inspection. 

“The Soviet Union is very open 


about its civilian nuclear pro- 
gramme and shows a cooperative 
spirit in exchanging its exp- 
eriences in this field with other 
countries." an IAEA official said. 

Moscow allows IAEA staff to 
be trained on some of its civil nuc- 
lear plants but diplomats say the 
current talks signify for the first 
time that the Soviet Union has 
accepted on-site inspections of its 
own facilities. 

Soviet personnel also serve as 
IAEA inspectors on the nuclear 
installations of other IAEA- 
member states. 

Details of the talks this week 
will not be publicised, but if an 
agreement is reached the IAEA 
will publish a list of the plants 
opened for inspection. 


Gulf states 


prepare for 


war games 


BAHRAIN (R) — Troops from 
six Arab Gulf states prepared 
Sunday for their first joint exe- 
rcises being held in the deserts of 
the United Arab Emirates 
fUAEi. 

Military units from Saudi Ara- 
bia. Kuwait. Bahrain. Oatar. 
Oman and the UAE. which con- 
stitute the Gulf Cooperation Cou- 
ncil (GCCl. are participating in 
the manoeuvres codenamed 
"Gazira (Island ) Shield." 

The three-week exercises were 
originally reported to be starting 
Sunday, but informed military 
sources said the actual kick-off 
was timed for early Monday mor- 
ning. 

The deputy commander of the 
UAE armed forces. Sheikh Kha- 
lifa Ibn Zaycd. said last week the 
exercises were part of the process 
of setting up a rapid deployment 
force which would ‘‘contribute to 
maintaining stability in this sen- 
sitive pan of the world.* 1 

Informed sources in the Gulf 
"said the scale of the exercises, 
however, had been scaled down 
from the original plans for both 
■political and military reasons. 

The sources said Iran had 
shown an unexpectedly high level 
of hostility towards some of the 
GCC member states recently, 
culminating in threats to hall shi- 
pping in the Gulf and close the 
Strait of Hormuz.

Shamir to seek Knesset 


confidence vote this week 


TEL AVIV (Ri — Israeli Prime 
vlinister-designate Yitzhak Sha- 
mir will seek a vole of confidence 
in parliament this week for his- 
narrow -based coalition, aminister 
said Sunday. 

Me. Shamir has encountered an 
unexpected problem on his route 
to power with one member of his 
right-wing and religious Likud 
coalition saying he could not vote 
for the new government and five 
others saying they might also abs- 
tain. 

Deputy Prime Minister David 
Levy expressed confidence Sun- 
day that the snags would be ironed 
out before the vote, which he said 
would probably take place on 
Thursday. 

“ We hope to win the suppon of 
64 Knesset members for the gov- 
ernment of Yitzhak Shamir." he 
said. There are 1 2(> deputies in the 
chamber. 

The six dissidents had been pre- 
ssing for a national unity alliance 
with the opposition Labour Party. 
They expressed d issat isfaction 
alter talks between Mr. Shamir 
and Labour Parly leader Shimon 
Peres collapsed on Friday and 
accused Mr. Shamir of not pur- 
suing compromise strenuously 
enough. 

One of the dissidents, former 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz, 
said he intended to abstain in the 
crucial vote. 

Vlr. Shamir was meeting the six 


Sunday to try to win them over. 
He and Mr. Peres have given a 
series of interviews to the Israeli 
media over the weekend, each try- 
ing to pin the blame on the other 
for the failure of the electorally- 
popular unity ideal. 

The persistent illness of out- 
going Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin and the enforced absence of 
another pro-Shamir deputy also 
combined lo undermine Mr. Sha- 
mir’s support in the Knesset. 

Mr. Begin, said to be depressed 
and suffering from a skin ailment, 
has been secluded in his home for 
almost a month and aides said 
Sunday they were not sure whc-. 
ther he would venture out for the 
vote. 

Another deputy, former Rel- 
igious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzcira. began a three- 
month period of punishment Sun- 
day for misuse of public funds He 
is required to work, as a clerk in a 
police station and will not be able 
to attend parliament. 

Loss of these eight votes would 
reduce Mr. Shamir's support in 
the Knesset to 5b seats, the same 
as the combined opposition. 

Mr. Shamir's proposed coa- 
lition would be identical to that of 
Mr. Begin if the six were included. 

Mr. Shamir. 67. has said he int- 
ends no cabinet changes in the 
immediate future. He will con- 
tinue to hold the foreign affairs 
portfolio. 
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Bombs mark start of 
Pakistani local polls 


ISLAMABAD (R) — Seven bombs exploded Sunday 
in trouble spots of Pakistan's Sind Province in pro- 
test at the second round of controversial local council 
elections there, police said. 


They said four blasts rocked 
Larkana. home of hanged former 
Prime Minister Zultikar Aii Bhu- 
tto. and another three went off in 
Khairpur. just across ihe Indus 
River in northern Sind. 

Police would not disclose the 
targets of the bombs, detonated 
despite tight security in the six dis- 
tricts voting Sunday. Opposition 
sources said at least three were 
near polling stations. 

The first round of the elections, 
which the opposition is boy- 
cotting. took place on Thursday. 
Authorities delayed polls in the six 
districts worst hit by anti- 
government unrest until Sunday 
to regroup army troops, para- 
military forces and police. 

At least 25 people died in a 
clash between troops and pro- 
testers on Thursday as crowds 
tried to enforce a general strike 
called by the opposition .Mov- 
ement for the Restoration of 
Democracy iMRDp. 

Opposition sources said most 
towns were on strike in the six dis- 
tricts — Larkana. Nawabshah. 
khairpur. Sanghar. Tharparkar 
and most of Dadu — and voter 
turnout was low. 

Armed men took 1 1 hostages 
early Sunday morning alter amb- 
ushing a police van taking election 
officers to a polling station that 


local civil servants refused to staff, 
police said. 

In return for the hostages the 
gunmen demanded the release of 
Jailed political leaders, pos- 
tponement of the elections in Sind 
and the resignation of President 
Mohammad Zia Ul Haq. they 
said. 

Troops are searching for the 
gunmen, who abducted a pol- 
iceman and a para-military’ ranger 
along with nine election officials in 
the ambush ai Sathmile near 
Nawabshah. Three others in the 
van escaped. 

Opposition sources said pla- 
inclothes police were circulating in 
the six districts urging people to 
ignore the election boycott. 

Three bombs exploded Sat- 
urday in Peshawar, capital of the 
North West Frontier Province 
bordering Afghanistan, while U.S. 
Defence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger was in the province vis- 
iting an Afghan refugee camp and 
the Khyber Pass. 

One went off near the U.S. con- 
sulate. another near a Pakistan 
International Airlines office and a 
ihird in a Peshawar suburb, the 
Pakistan Press International news 
agency reported. There was no 
damage.

TEL AVIV f R i — Israeli women 
soldiers are to be issued small 
spary cans ol tear gas to fend off 
rapists when they go on home 
leave. 

Defence Minister Moshe Arens 
promised to issue the cans fol- 
lowing attacks on women soldiers 
hitch-hiking home from their 
bases. 

Most Israeli women over IS 
serve a two-year stint of com- 
pulsory military service. Like men 
soldiers, they commonly hitch 
rides to reach home quickly. 


BAHRAIN (Rj — Saudi Arabia 
is spending more than l.l billion 
on building schools for girls, the 
official Saudi press agency rep- 
orted. 

It said the construction of more 
than 2.tHil> primary, intermediate, 
secondary and higher schools for 
girls at a cost of more than 3.K 
billion Saudi riyals (Sl.l billion) 
started this year. It did not say 
when the schools would be com- 
pleted. 

In Saudi .Arabia, girls and boys 
go to separate schools.

The U.S. is supplying Islamabad 
with jet fighters and aniliery 
under a S3.

Gen. Zia has said the local ele- 
ctions. from which parties are 
banned, are examples of the grass- 
roots democracy he wants to int- 
roduce with his plan for elections 
to a civilian parliament bv March 
19*5. 

The .V1RD has rejected the local 
elections as a serious political exe- 
rcise and has called for Gen. Zia’s 
resignation and immediate gen- 
eral elections. 

Speaking to foreign journalists 
Saturday night. Gen. Zia said the 
ami-government movement was 
small and limited to only two or 
three areas of Sind. 

“It is not a movement for the 
restoration of democracy, it’s a 
sheer third-rate attempt at cre- 
ating violence and embarrassing 
the government." he said. 

Cairo cites 
13 subversion 
cases in 1 year 

CAIRO ( R) —The Egyptian gov- 
ernment has asked parliament to 
extend special emergency laws for 
another year, saying 13 attempts 
had been made over the past year 
tooverthrow the administration of 
President Hosni Mubarak. 

“We have uncovered and ref- 
erred to prosecution since last 
October 13 cases of attempts 
made by rightist and leftist armed 
terrorist groups who tried to und- 
ermine the security of the state." 
Interior Minister Hassan Abu 
Basha told parliament. 

The extension of the emergency- 
laws — imposed on Oct. 6. I MSI. 
the day President Anwar Sadat 
was assassinated by Muslim Fun- 
damentalists — is a certainty as 
the government commands a maj- 
ority of the 3M2 parliamentary 
seats. 

The minister told deputies that 
last February a foreign terrorist 
organisation was rounded up in 
Cairo. 

Cairo newspapers have rep- 
orted the arrest of members of 
Palestinian groups sent to Egypt 
on sabotage missions .

U. of Bethlehem has no lay foreign staff

OCCUPIED BETHLEHEM — 
Bethlehem University on the Isr- 
aeli occupied West Bank is to 
commence the academic year with 
no foreign staff except for mem- 
bers of religious orders. 

Brother Thomas Scanlan. 
F.S.C.. the university vice- 
chancellor. has told the Jordan 
"Times that this is a direct result of 
the anti-PLO pledge which Israel 
compels foreigners to sign, if they 
are to get a work-permit. The 
Vatican-sponsored university 
must either risk closure by the Isr- 


aeli military authorities or ter- 
minate foreigners’ contracts, acc- 
ording to Him. 

The university has taken the lat- 
ter option because the clergy are 
not affected by the anti-PLO ple- 
dge. But other West Bank uni- 
versities. without religious staff, 
may risk closure. 

“We have proportionately as 
many foreigners as Birzeit Uni- 
versity.** the Vice-Chancellor exp- 
lained. “ But three-quarters of our 
foreigners are religious. If we lost 
our status we could not con- 
tinue.*’ 

The university, he feels, can 
campaign more effectively against 
Israeli occupation if it does not 


break the law: "‘The university 
fought military occupation law 
through press and diplomatic con- 
tacts. but we did not ignore it and 
have our teachers continue. We 
did not break the law outright but 
fought it through public opinion. 
It is easier for foreign gov- 
ernments to intercede if we are nor 
breaking the law." 

A total of 1 1 foreign staff have 
had their contracts terminated. 
Brother Scanlan paid tribute to 
the personal sacrifice of both staff 
and smdents in allowing the uni- 
versity to continue.

PARIS (R) — African heads of 
state gathered here Sunday for a 
two-day summit with President 
Francois Mitterrand amid int- 
ensive backstage efforts to solve 
the conflict in Chad. 

French officials said the Chad 
problem would dominate the ann- 
ual summit between Mr. Mit- 
terrand and the leaders of more 
than 2d African states, most of 
them French-speaking, which 
opens formally Monday in the spa 
town of Vittel in eastern France. 

Mr. Mitterrand was to play host 
to 20 francophone African leaders 
at a dinner in the Elysee Palace 
Sunday night, while foreign min- 
isters assemble in Vittel with 
French External Relations Min- 
ister Claude Cheyssoa. 

Presidential spokesman Michel 
Vauzelle said France wanted Afr- 
ican countries to solve their own 
problems but would come to their 
aid when asked for help. “France 
does not neglect its duties,'* he 
said. 

Mr. Mitterrand was opposed to 
French military intervention in 
Africa when he came to power in 
1981 but under pressure from 


conservative African states, he has 
sent an estimated 2.50U French 
troops to Chad to block a 
Libyan -backed invasion. 

Chad President Hissene Habre 
met several influential African 
leaders in Paris over the weekend 
and African diplomatic sources 
said he had come under pressure 
to take a more conciliatory stand 
towards his internal foes. 

Mr. Habre has so far refused to 
negotiate with his arch-rival Gou- 
kouni Oueddei. 

France, whose troops are bac- 
ked by Jaguar and Mirage war- 
planes. has blocked the rebels' 
advance southwards but has said it 
will not use its forces to drive them 
out as Mr. Habre would like. 

Instead, Mr. Mitterrand wants 
to see a negotiated solution which 
would allow the withdrawal of 
both Libyan and French troops 
and a reconciliation between 
Chad's warring factions. 

Mr. Goukouni. the former pre- 
sident. says he is prepared to neg- 
otiate with Mr. Habre and has 
urged African heads of state to use 
the Vittel meeting to persuade the 
Chad president to talk. 


Iran says pilgrims assaulted 


TEHRAN (R) — Iran has accused 
Saudi Arabian police of assaulting 
and arresting Iranian pilgrims on 
Friday in the mosque of the Pro- 
phet Mohammed in Medina. 

Iran's embassy in Saudi Arabia, 
quoted by the national Iranian 
news agency IRNA Saturday 
night, said 28 Iranians were arr- 
ested and deported after the inc- 
ident, which started when some 
pilgrims kissed the prophet's shr- 


The embassy said Saudi police 
assaulted pilgrims who kissed the 
shrine of the prophet and more 
police moved in when pilgrims 
responded by chanting "God is 
great.*’ 

Saudi Arabia's form of fun- 
damentalist Islam condemns the 
kissing of shrines as close to ido- 
latry. But the embassy S3id it was 
simply an act of homage.

The Gulf sources said the Gaz- 
ira Shield exercises appeared to 
have been toned down somewhat 
in order not to aggravate tension 
in the area. 

They also said planners app- 


eared to have found the origiaal 
military proposals for the exe- 
rcises overly ambitious and a 
hard-headed approach had been 
made to ensure the final plans 
were within the capability of the 
units taking part. 

The land manoeuvres over the 
coming three weeks are to be fol- 
lowed next year by sea and air 
exercises as the Gidf states con- 
tinue to build up their defence 
coordination.

A vl \\ AN Memories of a great 
life and so, Tie of the noblest pri- 
nciples of mankind were revived 
Sunday in A.miwn when the 
Jordan- India friendship Society 
and the embassy of India jointly 
organised a ceremony to mark the 
I Uih anniversary of the birth of 
the late Indian Leader, riohandas 
Karamchand Gandhi. 

information vlinistcr Adnan 
Abu OJeh. who presided over the 
ceremony held at the Amman 
Chamber of Commerce, reminded 
the audience of the principles 
which are “universal. abiJing and 
untamisheJ by the passage of t- 
i me." preached by Gandhi, pop- 
ularly known as" vlahai.na (Great 
Soul ." in his struggle lor the ind- 
ependence ol India trom col- 
onialism and for equality for all 
inJians. 

vlr. Abu Odeh compared the 
lile ol Gandhi to chat of Jesus 
Christ by ^timing out the Indian 
■ leader's denunciation of violence 
of any sort. vlr. Abu Odeh said: 
"Me believed that such means 
would only perpetuate ihe i! twill, 
deepen the hatreds and create 
hu nan nisery without leading 
anywhere... 

" This au it it Je was not new to 
the world. Another person, sub- 
ject to similar vileness some 2 .chhi 
years ago had said about his opp- 
ressors: ‘Father. forgive them. 
They know not what they do. 

“But to repeal this message in 
the 2' 'th century was remarkable 
and subject to open derision." 
vlr. Abu OJeh also reminded 
the audience of Gandhi's just view 
towards the rights of vluslims in 
Palestine and quoted some of the 
late leader's words on the subject.

"With remarkable prescience. 
Irom as far back as 192(1. Gandhi 
warned of the injustice being pla- 
nned (against Palestinians) and 
spoke out against its possibility. 

"He then said: ‘By no concern 
of ethics, can Palestine be given to 
the Jews as a result of war... Mus- 
lims claim Palestine as an integral 
pan of the Arab World. They are 
bound to retain its custody as an 
injunction of the Prophet. That 
does not mean that the Jews and 
Christians cannot go there. What 
non- vluslims cannot do is to acq- 
uire sovereign jurisdiction. The 
Jews cannot receive sovereign 
rights in a place that has been held 
for centuries by Muslim powers." 

Indian Ambassador to Jordan 
Pyare Lai Samoshi. who wel- 
comed the gathering to the fun- 
ction. also spoke on Gandhi's life 
and outlined the heroic struggle 
the Indian leader led to achieve 
India's independence. 

" vtahatma Gandhi did not bel- 
ong to India along but to the world 
as a whole, for he worked and tho- 
ught for humanity at large. 


“Gandhi stood for those eternal 
values like truth. love, goodness, 
dignity of the individual, res- 
istance to injustice, inequality and 
exploitation which prophets of all 
religious and saints had advocated 
in the past and which will continue 
to remain valid as long as there is 
civilisation." 

The ceremony, attended by Inf- 
ormation Ministry Under- 
secretary Peter Sal ah. members of 
the diplomatic community in Jor- 
dan. members of the Jordan-India 
Friendship Society and invited 
guests, was highlighted by an exh- 
ibition of photographs and a doc- 
umentary film on Gandhf s life.

vleeting acts to ensure stricter drug control

AMMAN • The imercoumry 
.meeting on “Essential Drugs for 
Primary Health Care" has rec- 
ommended a list of 32 drugs to be 
used at the primary health care 
level, according to the World Hea- 
lth Organisation (WHO) pha- 
rmaceutical diagnostic and the- 
rapeutic substances regional adv- . 
isor. Ranjit Roy Chaudhury. 

The meeting, which was held at 
the Amra Hotel during the period 
Sept. 2* - Oct. 2 and organised by 
the Jordanian Ministry of Health 
in conjunction with WHO. was 
attended by 24 representatives, 
from 12 countries. These were 
Afghanistan. Bahrain. Cyprus, the 
Democratic Republic nf lenten 
and the Vc.nen Arab Republic. 
Egypt. Pakistan. Saudi Arabia. 
Somalia. Sudan. Syria and Jordan. 

Drug limitation 

In an interview with the Jordan 
limes. Dr. ChauJhury said that 
Lhe aim ot the meeting is to limit 
the number ol drugs used at the 
primary health care level because 
“there has been a lot of drugs used 
unnecessarily at this stage of tre- 
atment." 

He added that another aim is 
that the poor sections ol the pop- 
ulation should be provided with 
elfective drugs which "arc ine- 
xpensive and are available to them 
at all times." 

A limited list of drugs for pri- 
mary health care is thought also to 
be of benefit to doctors, to pri- 
mary health workers as well as to 
the patients. 

The recommended list of drugs 
agreed upon by all participants at 
the meeting has yet to be app- 
roved by regional director for the 
Eastern Mediterranean region. 
Hussein Gczairy. he said. 

Referring to Dr. Gezairy's par- 
ticipation in the opening sessions 
of (he meeting. Dr. Chaudhury

said that he stressed the imp- 
ortance of the meeting in pro- 
viding essential drugs to all peo- 
ple. in decreasing expenditure in 
Lhe storage of such drugs and in 
the provision of access to people at 
great distances from the health 
care centres. 

Dr. Chaudhury pointed out that 
the selected drugs were separated 
into two lists. He explained that 
one list is to be used by primary 
health care workers who have 
education only up to the sixth 
grade. , 

The other list, he added, is to be 
used by the second group of health 
care workers with training up to 
the loth grade. 

Dr. Chaudhury said that a third 
list will be selected at a subsequent 
meeting next year to be used by 
doctors for “we believe that doc- 
tors should be limited to a fixed 
number of drugs to get more fam- 
iliar with the few rather thaa hav- 
ing to cope with the many.” 

He went on to say that the third 
limited list of drugs to be selected 
will be used by doctors “in those 
countries where the doctor is the 
first level health provider to the 
community." 

Another achievement of the 
meeting is that each drug will be 
accompanied by a one page des- 
cription to be supplied to the pri- 
mary health care workers. “We 
believe that for the primary health 
care workers to use the drug pro- 


perly. they must have a short des- 
cription of (he drug." 

The description sheet, he said, 
will include a summary of the 
drug, the proper doses, and sui- 
table precautions “if used with 
other drugs." 

The drugs list and descriptions, 
after being approved by WHO 
regional directors, will be pub- 
lished an several languages for all 
. countries. Dr*. Chaudhury said: ' *' 

“We are aD working towards 
the WHO objective of achieving 
“health for aD” by the year 2.1KH) 
and one of the eight planks of the 
WHO programme is the primary 
health care approach." he str- 
essed. 

The third area of discussion in 
the meeting. Dr. Chaudhuiy said, 
is the availability of drugs at the 
primary health care level and that 
“the shortages of drugs at some 
time and the accumulation of 
drugs at other times should be avo- 
ided." 

Regarding this subject, the 
meeting has discussed it tho- 
roughly and made rec- 
ommendations on the whole chain 
of procurement, the storage of 
adequate quantities, distribution 
and the final prescription of the 
drug at each level, he said. 

WHO assistance 

WHO will assist countries in the 
implementation of this rec- 
ommendation. he pointed out." In 
our programmes we are helping 
many countries to see that the 
drugs are safe primarily by helping 
to develop drug laboratories in the 
countries of the region. 

WHO. he added, assists cou- 
ntries to develop national drug 
policies by providing them with 
up-to-date informations. 

Dr. Chaudhury said that the 32 
drugs listed at the primary health 
care level “should be enough to 
take care of about 60-70 pier cent 
of patients needs at this level ot 
treatment." 

With a limited drug list, he poi- 


nted out. there might be scope for 
future projects by countries for 
joint-man lecturing and joint- 
procurement: “what we call poo- 
led purchase." 

He said that WHO's main idea 
is to get to the poor 800 million 
people of the world who “are liv- 
ing in total poverty. They do not 
have money to buy drugs dr reach 
: primary health care centres." 

It was also recommended that 
WHO should train more people 
from different levels of society as 
drug controllers, family health 
care workers, and teachers, he 
said. 

Regarding public awareness of 
drugs, it was recommended that, 
through the media, people should 
know more about the use of drugs 
so as to change the beliefs and att- 
itudes of the societies, he said. 

He explained that some people 
feel that “they have been cheated 


if the doctor does not prescribe 
drugs for them. They have to 
know that it is not always nec- 
essary to have drugs. 

“Others believe an injection is 
stronger than a tablet while some 
have the tendency to take the 
same drug for different diseases." 
he said. 

Dr. Chaudhury pointed out that 
Jordan is a good example for other 
countries to follow m respect of 
the reduction in the use of drugs. ' 

He said that in the opening spe- 
ech of the Minister of Health. 
Zuhair Malhas, he pointed out in 
1963 Jordan had 15.000 drugs on 
the market, while in 1983 they 
were only 1.800. 

Dr. Chaudhury concluded that 
the conference was successful for 
“at least 12 countries are going 
back home having adopted one list 
of 32 drugs for primary health 
care."

Mahmoud seeks to promote reading

AMMAN — A seminar on poetry 
and literature was held Tuesday at 
the Amman Youth Club underthe 
chairmanship of Mr. Haidar 
Mahmoud, director of the Dep- 
artment of Culture and Arts in the 
Ministry of Culture and Youth. 

Mr. Haidar Mahmoud dis- 
cussed with, the audience the pro- 
blems facing authors, poets, artists 
and the cultural movement s Jor- 
dan. 

Briefing the audience about the 
book crisis. Mr. Mahmoud said 
•that the main reason for not hav- 
ing readets who can differentiate 
between what is good and what is 
bad is the lack of literary critics 
who can academically criticise the 
books that are published. 

Mr. Mahmoud explained that.' 
in order to have more people int- 
erested in buying and reading 
books, we as a department of cul- 
ture as well as other centres of cul- 
ture in Jordan, should receive 
more financial support from the 
government. 

Mr. Mahmoud was then asked 
why books published abroad in 
countries like Lebanon. Kuwait or 
Iraq are being distributed more 
comprehensively than m Jordan 
— eventually forcing Jordanian 
authors to publish their books out- 


side the country in order to ach- 
ieve a better volume of sales and 
distribution. He replied that so as 
to have a better circulation of 
books in Jordan, first we have to 
depend on the media and esp- 
ecially journalists who should be 
able to criticise books published 
whether critics or not. 

Second, we should develop 
what is called “star writers" whom 
people will eventually recognise, 
and thus look forward to their 
publications. But. he said, the 
problem is that the government's 


policy opposes the idea of having 
such kind of writers. 

Third, is the money problem, he 
said, for the Jordanian gov- 
ernment spends only 0.5 per cent 
of its budget on culture and arts. A 
country like Senegal for example, 
he pointed oul spends 1 4 per cent 
of its total budget on cultural act- 
ivities and the arts every year. 

Mr. Mahmoud also stressed the 
need to boost cultural activities in 
Jordanian cities and villages thr- 
ough encouraging different art- 
istic activities.

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LEBANESE DRUZE leader Walid Junblatt’s announcement 
Sunday of a “civil administration** in the Shouf Mountains 
may be only a provisional move that will not lead to the par- 
tition of Lebanon. But is it? 

The Falangists, who like Mr. Junblatt say they all are for a 
strong Lebanese government, have their own administration in 
the areas under their control. They levy their own unofficial 
taxes, deploy their own police force and run their own mun- 
icipal afl&irs. So, in principle, why not the Druze? 

It is not so much the Junblatt announcement itself that 
appears dangerous or. at least, poses many difficult questions 
to the already difficult situation in Lebanon. It is the timing of 
the move that is likely to add more fears about the future of the 
country as an independent and sovereign Arab state. 

During the past several days, the truce between the warring 
Lebanese militias has been generally holding. The different 
political groups, and individuals, have been preparing for the 
proposed national reconciliation conference, with many hopes. 
Exchanges of prisoners, or hostages as they may be, between 
Mr. Junblatt *s party and the Falangists have been taking place 
in a better, more friendly atmosphere. Arab mediation efforts, 
as against foreign intervention in internal Lebanese affairs, 
have been gathering so much momentum that hopes of the 
Arab masses in Lebanese unity and liberation are now at a new 
and encouraging pitch. 

There, in the middle of all these positive signs and steps, 
comes the announcement by Mr. Junblatt that he wants a new 
order in the areas under his control. To some, that move, 
coupled with the desertion of about 600 soldiers of the Lebanese 
army to the Junblatt camp, can only fuel fears, and perhaps 
rightly so, that the proposed national dialogue will be pre- 
empted. To us, it is difficult to say otherwise. Our hopes, 
however, will remain above our fears, contemplating reason in 
the end will triumph over chaos in Lebanon.

Al Ra’i: Irresponsible statements 

AS EFFORTS are being made in Lebanon ai present to cleanse the 
atmosphere prior to holding a national conciliation, we are surprised 
to hear former Lebanese President Camille Chamoun’s statement 
calling for the formation of a new Lebanese government instead. 
Chamoun said there will be no need for the conciliation conference if 
a new government is formed grouping all parries in Lebanon. This 
statement coincided with another by the leader of the Falangist mi- 
litias who stressed that his forces will maintain their independent 
status regardless of the nature of the coming government. We are 
greatly surprised to hear these statements at a time when the leg- 
itimate Beirut government is declaring that it wants to hold the 
national conciliation conference vvirh the purpose of preserving the 
country's unity and for establishing security and stability. 

There is a clear contradiction between these statements and the 
stand of the Beirut government which enjoys the support of Cha- 
moun and the Falangists. This contradiction does not help the cause 
of brotherly cooperation and. the cleansing of the atmosphere for 
peace. The statements of the Falangists and Chamoun can only 
increase the chances of hostilities. It is lime that all factions in 
Lebanon realised that any attempts to abort the coming conciliation 
dialogue or conference will be futile and the continuation of dis- 
turbances and chaos can serve only the enemies of Lebanon. We 
hope that the Beirut government will wash its hands once and for al! 
of the evil doings of the Falangists because they are trouble makers 
who can only drag the country in to another civil war. 

AI Dustour: Evil intentions 

THE FALANGISTS harbour evil intentions towards Lebanon and 
the future of its embattled people. The leader of the Falangists was 
quoted by Israel radio as saying that his militias will maintain their 
siatus and their armed presence regardless of the kind of government 
which Lebanon will have. The Falangists are thus trying to und- 
ermine the p resent opportunity for holding a national conciliation 
conference among Lebanon's factions to re-establish security and 
peace. The Falangists had earlier announced that they will not be 
bound by any agreement that might result from the projected nat- 
ional dialogue. The Falangists are thus following a course similar to 
that of Israel which is bent on obstructing reconciliation and per- 
petuating its occupation of Lebanon.

Sawt Al Shaab : Iran resorts to blackmail 

IRAN'S THREAT to block the Strait of Hormuz and obstruct shi- 
pping in the Gulf if Iraq is supplied with French strategic planes 
reflect its desperate situation and the self-destructive course it has 
chosen for itself and for its neighbours in the Gulf region. >ran is 
trying to pressure the Western countries in to stopping the shipment 
of French planes to Iraq and has succeeded in prompting Washington ' 
to exercise pressure on the French to stop the shipment. This is an 
Iranian blackmail campaign directed against the west and it is reg- 
rettable to find the United States succumbing to it and trying to 
prevent Iraq from arming itself against aggression. It is not surprising 
to see Washington acting in this way after it had exploited the Gulf 
war to serve its own interests. Washington sold arms to Iran via Israel;

Gulf war: Mounting threat to world peace 


THREE YEARS have passed 
since the beginning of the 
Iraq -Iran war in September 
1 9sti. In spite of its high cost in 
a manpower, finance and other 
J resources. Iran seems not at all 
eager to bring it to an end. 

If Iran does not calculate the 
damaging consequences of the 
war. Iraq is fully aware of such 
consequences and the lost 
opportunities in not utilising 
resources for economic and 
social development objectives. 

The following question must 
have been on the minds of the 
Iraqis, as well as others for 
some time: What should be 
done to put an acceptable end 
to this war? 

Indeed, one can read a num- 
ber of approaches which the 
Iraqis have probably adopted 
over time, but so far without 


success. 

Of co urse . for any settlement 
to be achieved, the other party 
has to accept it; or be forced to 
accept it. 

Iraq managed for the first 
year to defeat the Iranians and 
occupy Iranian territory. It ach- 
ieved remarkable military vic- 
tories which should have toned 
down the Iranian ambitions to 
export instability into the Gulf. 

In spite of these victories. 
Iran did not accept to negotiate 
a settlement. Rather, it used 
the fact that pan of its territory 
was occupied to distract its 
people from the worsening 
economic conditions at home. 

Iraq then withdraw from 
occupied areas which gave Iran 
a face-saving opponunity to 
agree on an end to the fighting. 
Instead. Iran waged successive 


attacks across the ‘Iraqi borders 
without any clear success. 

At the political front. Iraq 
has been much more coo- 
perative with various missions 
of the Organisation of Islamic 
Conference, the Non-Aligned 
Movement and the United Nat- 
ions which attempted to med- 
iate between the two countries. 

However, the present sta- 
lemate offers no foreseeable 
'solution. Iran exports 2.5 mil- 
lion barrels of oil daily, worth 
about S72.5 million. It all- 
ocates S35 million a day to war 
requirements while the balance 
is spent on other government 
needs. 

On the other hand. Iraq expl- 
oits 0.7 million barrels a day 
worth of S20.3 million which is 
not enough to meet the mon- 
thly requirement of SI billion. 


Financial assistance from other 
Arab countries in the Gulf has 
to be provided regularly in add- 
ition to other credit arr- 
angements. 

There is also a gap in man- 
power since the population of 
Iran is about three times that of 
Iraq. This, of course, does not 
necessarily lead to the con- 
clusion that Iran has a definite ■ 
advantage over Iraq. War 
management, just as in eco- 
nomic management, makes a 
lot of difference, and Iraq has 
been much more efficient in 
this area. 

However, the continuous 
flow of oil exports of Iran at a 
higher quantity than before the 
war and its larger manpower 
base can explain the fact that 
Iran is in no huny to put an end 
to the war and that a number of 


countries have strengthened 
their economic and military 
cooperation with Iran. 

Iraq should realise these 
developments and perhaps 
might want to opt for a new 
approach to the war; namely, 
to make it an international cri- 
sis by striking Kharg Island, the 
Iranian oO outlet, and destroy 
iL 

If this could not be done by 
the weapons presently in the 
hands of Iraq. But the French 
Super Etendards or other equ- 
ivalent weaponry should help 
do the job. 

Facing this development. 
Iran would be forced to settle 
down for negotiating an end to 
the war either directly or, as it 
would more probably do, in 
consequence to its attempt of 
closing the Strait of Hormuz. 


While the Iranian oil exports 
could all too easily be com- 
pensated for by other oil pro- 
ducers, its destruction will not 
create an international energy 
crisis. However, the blockage 
of Hormuz would lead to ene- 
rgy shortages which the West 
as a whole cannot accept to 
endure. 

Still it seems that the only 
way to end the Gulf war has to 
be through blocking Iranian oil 
exports. This is an unfortunate 
and uncontrollable way out, 
but stands as a more favourable 
one to Iraq than continued fig- 
hting and mobilisation for an 
unpredictable period. 

Maybe Iran, itself is inviting 
an imposed settlement through 
direct involvement of Western 
powers. 



Athens keen on leading a self-styled E. C

ATHENS — Despite possible dip- 
lomatic damage. Greece's Soc- 
ialist government is expected to 
continue its controversial foreign 
policy for domestic political rea- 
sons. 

The government of Prime Min- 
ister Andreas Papandreou is using 
its current presidency of the Eur- 
opean Community to flaunt its 
independence from the United 
States and Western Europe. 

Foreign Minister Ioannis Har- 
alambopoulos enraged his col- 


leagues from the other nine com-, 
munity countries this month by 
blocking joint condemnation of 
the Soviet Union for shooting 
down a South Korean airliner. 

Diplomats here saw the Greek 
stand as aimed at appeasing hard- 
left ideologues in the governing 
PanheUenic Socialist Movement 
(PASOK) and the Greek Com- 
munist Party- (KICEl. 

They believe Mr. Papandreou 
may continue his radical anti- 
western rhetoric because he needs 
the support of the KKJE. which 
controls most of Greece's trade 
unions. 

Analysts say the government 
also wants to show its supporters 
that Greece has thrown off 3U 
years of American tutelage, esp- 
ecially as it has just signed an agr- 
eement to keep U.S. military 
bases in Greece for five more 
years. 

.By any interpretation, the dip- 
■lomatic cost of the country's mav- 
erick stand in the community has 
been heavy and has largely ove- 
rshadowed economic issues, on 
which some consensus has been 
achieved. 

Observers believe the progress 
of Greece's relationship with the 
rest of the community depends on 
the outcome of a continuing str- 
uggle within PASOK between * 
pragmatic technocrats who run 
the economy and socialist ide- 


ologues running foreign policy 
and the party mechanism. 

Premier Papandreou. who tries 
to keep a balance between these 
two trends, appears to be drawing 
back from aggravating his com- 
munity partners too much. 

He has publicly praised his for- 
eign minister for his stand on the 
Korean airliner. But he has also 
stated that though any country can 
have its own foreign policy, “coo- 
peration with other countries sho- 
uld be undermined.” 

That statement was seen here ns 
implying regret that Greece’s dis- 
pute with the rest of the com- 
munity had been dlhwed to reach 
such a peack of anger. 

However, few analysts believe 
ihe Socialist government intends 
to change its line and adopt a 
pro-Western policy. 

Its stand is widely seen as des- 
igned largely for internal political 
consumption in view of elections 
which are scheduled for 1985 but 
could take place in June next year 
to coincide with voting for the 
European parliament. 

Before Greece assumed the 
six-month presidency on July 1. 
the Socialist government gave 
wide publicity to the prestige 
which the office would confer on 
the country. 

But its track record since its el- 
ection two years ago has been one 
of consistent disagreement with 


the community bn issues such as 
relations with the United States 
and Eastern Europe, farm prices 
and the deployment of new U.S. 
missiles in Western Europe. 

As community president, Gre- 
ece insisted on community dis- 
cussion of its proposal for a six- 
month delay in missile dep- 
loyment, claiming postponement

After threats that Mr. Har- 
alambopoulos might not be able to

Old Foot makes way for young Kinnock

LONDON — Britain's Labour 
Party is about to pick a youthful 
leftwinger untested in public off- 
ice to try to revive its political for- 
tunes after the worst election def- 
eat in half a century. 

Neil Kinnock. a 41 -year-old 
Welsh labourer's son with freckles 
and thinning, carrot-coloured 
hair, has already accumulated 
enough pledges of votes for vic- 
tory. 

He looks set for a landslide win 
when Labour’s complex electoral 
college picks a new leadership at 
the start of the party's annual con- 
ference in the south coast resort of 
Brighton on. Sunday, 

But the direction in which Mr. 
Kinnock leads the party as it str- 
uggles to rebuild a socialist alt- 
ernative to Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher’s right-wing Con- 
servative government remains an 
open question. 

It is all but certain that Mr. Kin- 
nock's deputy will be Roy Hat- 
tersley. a 50-year-old rightwinger 
who. despite ministerial exp- 
erience in past Labour adm- 
inistrations has had to fight for 
second place on what party mem- 
bers have called a “dream "ticket”. 

The Kinnock- Hatters ley com- 
bination is the ideal one because it 
is ideologically balanced and can 
embrace a broad strand of opinion 
on the left of British politics, sup- 
porters argue. 

(t replaces )he unsuccessful 
team of veieranlefrwinger Michael 
Foot. 7U. and' right-wing ex- 


cabinei minister Denis Healey. 
66. who presided over nearly 
three years of internal strife and a 
decline in party membership and 
finances. 

Labour has been wracked by 
bitter recriminations since its dru- 
bbing last June in a general ele- 
ction that swept Mrs. Thatchers 
Conservatives back into power for 
the next five years. 

Mr. Healey has publicly des- 
cribed Labour’s image as one 
based on "disunity, extremism, 
crankiness and unfitness to gov- 
ern”. 

Peter Shore, an outsider in the 
leadership race, says the party 
needs a substantial overhaul alm- 
ost from top to bottom. 

He blames Labour’s decline on 
the dominance of the left in its 
National Executive Committee, a 
29-member body responsible for 
the day-to-day running of the 
party. ' 

"The cheers that greet the dec- 
laration on Oct. 2 will mean little 
or nothing if they are not followed 
and amplified by a great, nat- 
ionwide roar of success when pol- 
ling day comes," he said at a public 
meeting this week. 

Changes in policy, attitudes and 
organisation are crucial if Labour 
is to be saved from the prospect of 
being relegated to the role of a 
party in permanent opposition, 
Mr. Shore says. 

At the June election. Labour 
polled 28 percent of the votes cast 
while the Conservatives polled 43 
per cent. 

Aside from the yawning 15- 
point gap between the two major 


parties, the immediate threat to 
Labour lies in the alliance, a coa- 
lition of the Liberal and Social 
Democratic parties which polled 
26 per cent of the votes, only two 
less than Labour. 

These votes did not translate 
proportionately into seats in par- 
liament because alliance strength 
is evenly spread and the winner- 
take-all electoral system in force 
in Britain tends to favour the lar- 
ger parties in their regional str- 
ongholds. 

But Mr. Shore, for one, sees the 
danger to Labour of an alliance 
steadily accumulating success in 
local by-elections and establishing 
a moderate, centrist platform on 
which to fight the next national 
poll as the chief challenger to the 
Conservatives.

Belgium pays for 
earning too little , 
spending too much 

Belgium was recently in a bad way, tom by economic decline and 
inter comm unal rivalries. But Paul Cbeeserigbt reports that a touch of 
decisive government is helping it to recover. 

BRUSSELS — Once upon a time, 

Belgium was the economic lau- 
ghing stock of Europe, bloated by 
prosperity but earning too little 
and paying itself too much. 

Foreign debts spiralled as a ser- 
ies of fractious and short-lived 
coalitions repeatedly faded to 
address the country’s deep-seated 
economic His. 

Bui no longer. The centre-right 
government of Prime Minister 
WQfried Martens gives the imp- 
ression of having a grip, of turn ing 
its back on eight years of drift. 

Recovery has become a cat- 
chword in parts of the business 
community. The government’s 
policies even have the carefully 
qualified approval of the Org- 
anisation for Economic Coo- 
peration and Development 
In a sense this is just an imp- 
ression. Some indicators tell a 
sorry tale about the economy, and 
there is certainly no consensus

Business confidence arises less 
from what the government has 
done than the fact it clearly int- 
ends to do something. Although 
subject to the usual squalls that 
bedevil Brussels politics, the coa- 
lition has already survived a hea- 
lthy term by Belgian standards, 
and some observers are predicting 
it will stay its full course until 
1985, 

Mr. Daniel Janssen, chairman 
of die Federation of Belgian Ent- 
erprises, the employers' org- 
anisations, said during the sum- 
mer: "After the very dark years 
from 1973 to 1981, 1 believe that 
Belgium has made a major tur- 
naround since 1982.” 

The failure to echo his optimism 
elsewhere in the country is con- 
spicuous. Mr. Guy Spitaels, pre- 
sident of the opposition Socialist 
Parly, said last month that the 
government’s policies had "dra- 
gged the country towards def- 
lation with all the consequences 
that implies.” Trade union leaders 
are also expressing concern about 
a continuing shakeout in industry 
and services. 

Despite its sweeping con- 
stitutional powers, the gov- 
ernment has only limited freedom 
of manoeuvre, owing in part to the 
fact that much policy management 
takes place by fixing between the 
parties, outside the formal process 
of government 

This is complicated beyond 
measure by the division of the coa- 
lition partners, the Christian 
Democrats and Liberals, into 
Flemish and Walloon wings, ref- 
lecting Belgium's linguistic split. 
The four coalition parties reflect 
the strengths and weaken esses of 
the co mm unities they arise from: 

. — Wallonia, French-speaking, 
once the base of national wealth - 
but now on the defensive with 
industries like steel in deep dec- 
line. 

— Flanders, Dutch -speaking, 
with a majority of the population 
and the lion’s share of gross nat- 
ional product, increasingly eager 
to attract the greater part of gov- 
ernment spending. 

These factors mingle so that the 
government moves back one step 
for every two it takes forward; for 
example, in the frequent need to 
match subsidies to loss-making 
Walloon industries with a grant to 
Flanders. 

Projected on to the economy, 
this means that recovery is at best 
finely poised. Companies are hel- 
ped in one way but held back in 
another. The government has foc- 
used its efforts on improving the 
competitiveness of Belgian ind- 
ustry. 

In February last year, it boosted 
the position of its companies on 
international markets by dev- 
aluing the franc by 8.5 per cent 


within the European Monetary 
System. Then it sought to offset 
the inflationary effects of this by 
cutting into the prevailing system 
of wage indexation and using spe- 
cial powers to hold wages down 
until the end of 1984. All the 
same, prices are still rising at an 
annual rate of 7.9 per cent. 

Extra help for companies came 
through a cut in corporation tax to 
45 from 52 per cent. Tax breaks 
were offered to encourage the rai- 
sing of new capital. 

The Brussels Bourse loved it: 
the value of shares rose 90 per 
cent between June 1981 and June 
1983. Confidence was also exp- 
ressed in a relatively high level of 
investment. Against the int- 
ernational trend, investment in 
processing industry last year was 
runningsix percent above its 1981 
level 

The results of the policy geared 
to competitiveness have shown up 
in “the trade balance. In the first, 
five months of this year, exports 
from .“the Belgo-Luxerabourg 
Economic Union were 1 ,068.4 bif 
lion Belgian francs (BFrs) (SI 9.9 
billion) against BFrs948.9 billion 
in the same period of 1982. But 
the first five months of 1983 the 
trade deficit was almost halved to 
BFts87 billion. But the increase in 
exports has not been accompanied 
by a resurgence of activity at 
home. According to Dun and 
Bradstreet, the American bus- 
iness information company, there 
were 19.4 per cent more ban- 
kruptcies last June than in June 
1982. 

Kredietbaok's industrial act- 
ivity index, including the dep- 
ressed building sector, is bumping 
along at a low level while con- 
sumer demand. measured through 
sales tax receipts, has started to 
climb only this year after Calling 
sharply in the last three quarters of 
1982. 

With the gross national produa 
foiling 0.9 per cent last year and 
likely to fall this year by roughly 
the same amount, the government 
has so far foiled in its efforts to 
make a dent in the jobless figures. 
By the end of July the total out of 
work was 605,200. or 14.8 per 
cent, a level topped in the EEC 
only by Ireland.

on astronaut may be mixed blessing for Glenn

.WASHINGTON — Ex-astronaut 
Jpbn Glenn, already a public idol 
and a top White House contender. . 
is about to become a reluctant 
Hollywood celebrity as well. 

. . This month, the elite of the pol- 
itical and film worlds will attend 
the world premiere of “The Right 
ScrtT, a much-baDyhooed dra- 
matisation of the early days of the 
U.S. Space Programme. And acc- 
ording to sneak previews, Mr. 
Glenn emerges as the film's hero. 

Aides of the Ohio Senator have 
high hopes the film will prove a 
publicity gold mine in the midst of 
his run for the opposition Dem- 
ocratic Party’s 1984 presidential 
nomination. 

But despite raves from the pre- 
views, Mr. Glenn, who in 1962 
was the first American to orbit the 
earth, has deep doubts about the 
project. 

He refused overtures from the 


producers to associate himself 
with the film, despite support from 
other astronauts, the U.S. Def- 
ence Department and the Nat- 
ional Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA). 

He read an early draft of the 
script, and did not like it 
“Mr. Glenn characterised it as 
more like'Laurol and Hardy go to 
space’ than the high ratabfem that 
.the NASA project represented;' 
one aide said. 

" His concern is that an. era of 
optimism and patriotism may be 
reduced to high comedy/' 
Another Glenn staff member, 
said resignedly: “I- think about 
that movie the way I think about 
the weather There’s nothing you 
can do about it.” 

As an astronaut and a politician. 
Mr. Glenn has made a point of 
lacing his speeches with ins- 
. pirational passages about the vaP- 
" ues he learned growing up in the 
midwestem hamlet of New Con- 
cord, Ohio:_ deep religious faith 


embracing the teaching of Pre- 
sbyterian Sunday school, a close- 
knit and wholesome family fife 
and fierce sense of patriotism. 

In political circles, this' app- 
roach and his lacklustre speaking- 
style have saddled him with a dull 
image which he has worked hard 
to overcome during his campaign. 

In the race, for the Democratic 
nomination, Mr: Glenn and for- 
mer Vice President Walter Mon- 
dale are running far ahead of five 
other major rivals. 

Mr. Mondale leads in most opi- 
nion' polls but Mr. Glenn has 
drawn level in some and was pre- 
ferred as an opponent to President 
Reagan in one recent survey. 

Some of his supporters believe 
the film is just what Mr. Glenn 
needs to shoot his presidential bid 
into orbit, but the senator himself 
has said it would be unfortunate if 
his character, played by actor Ed 
Harris, came across as “a Pre- 
sbyterian prude” or “ a flying chu- 
rchman”.

New book reveals truth about cowboys

NEW YORK — The real Ame- 
rican cowboy seldom carried a 
gun, was often black or brown and 
occasionally Indian, was scruffy 
and malnourished and had ceased 
to exist years before John Wayne 
was even bom, according to a new 
book. 

“The American cowboy” says 
-that the horse-riding migrant lab- 
ourers who gave rise to the legend 
were part of a system of ranching 
that lasted only for about 30 years 
from 1865 to 1895. 

During these years of the cattle 
boom there were probably not 
more than 50,000 cowboys in the 
United States. They usually wor- 
ked as cowboys from March to 
September and during the winter 
months many washed dishes or 
tended bars. 

The men who inspired a 
multi-million dollar ent- 
ertainment industry usually ear- 
ned about S30 a week for up to 1 4 
hours’ work a day in heat and dust, 
cold and wet. 

They lived on a monotonous 
and vitamin-deficient diet of beef, 
bacon, biscuits and beans — the 
latter wistfully known as “prairie 
strawberries^ ■/ , r ;‘ 

Authors Lonn Taylor arid Tpg- 
rid Maar include in their lavishly 


illustrated book several pictures of 
cowboys in trail camps taken aro- 
und 1890. 

They show grimy-looking gro- 
ups of men wearing an assortment 
of work clothes. There are no guns 
in sight and the only concession to 
the legend is that all are wearing 
the wide-brimmed hats created by 
- the eponymous John B. Stetson. 

The book, published by Harper 
and Row at S50. says the cowboy 
myth began to grow through dime 
novels published in the 1870s. 

Wild West shows and frontier 
melodramas on stage spread the 
legend of the cowboy as, in the 
authors' words: “a romantic, a 
refugee from industrial civ- 
ilisation.” 

Buffalo BilTs Wild West show 
toured America and Europe, inc- 
luding four years in Paris where 
“L’ouest Sauvage” was a big hit. 

Owen Wister's best-selling 
1902 novel “The Virginian” cre- 
ated the romantic cowboy. The 
hero was brave and honourable, 
tough but soft-spoken and was 
later portrayed by Gary Cooper. 

Almost all Western heroes, 
then and now. are impeccably 
Anglo-Saxon. In fact, “the Ame- 
rican cowboy” points ont that 
.about one-third of- all. trail hands' 
were black or Mexico andfl Jew, 
were American: Indians.. i 

One black cowboy wbo became

fam ous was BiD Pickett, wbo tou- 
red England and South America, 
with a wild West show and was 
billed as “the dusky demon of 
Oklahoma.” 

This' intrepid son of former sla- 
ves 'was the m'ventor of ‘T?ul- 
'tdoggirig?'^ method of throwing 
and holding, steers ' by bitin^Vinto 
their lower lip in the manner’ of a 


bulldog. 

When he retired from per- 
forming at the age of 50. he est- 
imated he had bulldbgged 5,000 
steers. He was killed by a horse 
when he was 62. 

By the time the infant U.S. ind- 
ustry took up the cowboy theme in 
1903 with “the great train rob- 
bery”, the myth was doing far bet- 
ter than the substance. 

The spread of the railway to the 
West, a faO in beef prices and the 
fencing off of much of the open 
range made the cowboy largely 
redundant, reducing him to a farm 
hand. 

His glamourised successors 
included the acrobatic bronco 
BQly Anderson and Tom Mix, the 
strong and silent Randolph Scott, 
Gary Cooper and John Wayne 
and the singing Gene Autry and 
Roy Rogers, bora Leonard Siye in 
duck Run. Ohio. 

Lonn Taylor writes: “The fut- 
ure may hold the punk cowboy, 
the computer cowboy, the Third 
World cowboy and the Astral 
cowboy. 

“^Jone of these could be further 
from reality than the series of 
mythical cowboys we have already 
created, yet afl will be equally 
important as reflections of our- 
selves and our aspirations — 
which is, after all, the function of a 
myth.”

The book portrayed Mr. Glenn 
as a pious and clean-scrubbed fel- 
low. fond of making patriotic spe- 
eches and lecturing the other ast- 
ronauts on the subject of proper 
moral behaviour. 

The other astronauts were dep- 
icted as rakish daredevils, mem- 
bers of a cliquish test-pilot elite, 
who lived by a code of “drinking 
and driving, driving and drinking’’ 
and viewed Mr. Glenn as som- 
ething of a prig. 

Mr. Glenn aides said ex- 
asmonaut Gordon Cooper, a tec- 
hnical consultant on the film, vis- 
ited the campaign office earlier 
this year soliciting Mr. Glenn's 
support or at least his neutrality. 

“Mr. Cooper asked that we not 
defame the project in public.” one 
Glenn aide said. “They were con- 
cerned that Mr. Glenn might have 
something to say that might affect 
early reaction to the film.” “His 
response was: *We wish the film 
well but we'll have nothing to do 


withit,” 

Jackie Becher, who is handling 
public relations for “The Right 
Stuff”, says the script has gone 
through many re wri t in gs since the 
version Mr. Glenn was shown by a 
space agency official. 

Mr. Becher has not seen the 
final version of the am. which 
runs more than three hours, but 
says: “It's obvious throughout 
the- script that John Glenn is a 
very moral man. I can't imagine 
him looking bad, but 1 just don't 
know.” 

“The Right Stuff’ is scheduled 
to open in mid-October in Was- 
hington. but with Hollywood-style 
fanfare. 

Mr. Becher said invitations 
would be sent to President Rea- 
gan. congressional leaders, all the 
presidential candidates, all the 
astronauts and many show bus- 
iness celebrities. 

A spokesman for Mr. Glenn 
said the senator would be out of 
■ town.

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Ministry aims to develop 
soccer, Abu Nowar says 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Minister of Culture and Youth 
Ma’an Abu Nowar said here Tuesday night that the 
aims of his ministry and those of the Jordanian 
, Football Federation (JFF) are to develop soccer in 
Jordan and recruit youths and sportsmen that can 
represent and serve their country and society and set 
a good example to others in this field. 


Speaking in an interview bro- 
adcast by Jordan Television. Mr. 
Abu Nowar said that his ministry 
is keen on developing the psy- 
chological fitness of players to 
enable them to present a brave 
and sportsmanlike performance 
on the field; and it is also int- 
erested in developing in the pla- 
yers a spirit of competence, a 
sense of belonging and coo- 
peration. 

In the interview conducted a 
number of reporters for the daily 
newspapers Mr. Abu Nowar said 
that in 19M. Jordan had 30 clubs 
and 2.000 players and 20 referees, 
and their activities were limited. 
At present, he said. Jordan has 
133 sports clubs and 100 referees 
of whom seven are recognised int- 


ernationally. The number of foo- 
tball players registered with the 
JFF now stands at S.127 who use 
45 playgrounds in the country, the 
minister added. 

Referring to the competitions in 
which the players take part, the 
minister said that the JFF org- 
anises: The Jordan Cup. The JFF 
Shield, and Cup Winners Cup 
competitions. 


The minister revealed that the 
JFF donated a total of JD 60.000 
to charitable societies over the 
past three years. The J FF. he exp- 
lained. is financed by the proceeds 
of matches fees which amounted 
to JD 4.SO,0D0 in 19S2 and JD 
300,000 so far this year. 

According to Mr. Abu Nowar, 
Jordan's national football team 
has played S4 matches so far and 
JFF has been dispatching referees 
to Britain for further training and 
has invited several world known 
referees to give lectures in Jordan. 

The minister announced that 
the JFF wiD cooperate with the. 
Ministry of Education for upg- 
rading football standards and tra- 
ining school student.

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ICO reaches accord on 
price, export levels 

LON DON I R) — The world's main coffee producers and consumers 
agreed Saturday on price and export levels for 1 983-84. following 
all-night negotiations held up by arguments about rhe export of 
coffee outside the 72-nation grouping. 

‘ Mr. Alexandre Belrrao. the Brazilian executive director of the 
International Coffee Organisation (ICO), said a package had been 
clinched which fixed the global export quota at 56.2 million bags of 
coffee, one million more than last year. 

The price range was set unchanged at between Si. 20 and S1.4u per 
pound (454 grammes). 

The agreement to maintain the current price range was widely 
expected in the coffee trade. 

Ir represents a compromise between consumer countries, which 
wanted a four per cent cut. and the biggest producer. Brazil, which 
wanted an increase of four per cent. 

Delegates at the meeting said the price and export levels were 
agreed fairly easily after the council had dealt with the thorny pro- 
blem of low-price exports to non-members. % 

ICO statistics suggest that some of this coffee has been finding its 
way back into ICO markets at prices well below agreed levels, 
threatening the 2fi-year-old pact. 

The council eventually agreed to demands from some producer 
countries for tighter controls on these exports, which go mainly to 
vliddlc Eastern and Eastern European countries. 

The producer countries feared that these illegal imports would 
lead to build-up of stocks in the hands of dealers, delegates said. 

The new agreement means exporting countries will have to give 
evidence of the destination of sales outside the grouping or. if they 
fail to do so. their export quotas will be reduced, vlr. Beltrao said. 

The new controls will come into force on Nov. 1 if there are no 
legal or other problems. 


Oil demand remains uncertain 


LONDON (R) — Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) and the oil industry are 
heading for another uncertain 
winter as demand for crude con- 
tinues to decline in major markets, 
oil analysts say. 

. Only in the United States has 
the prospect of economic recovery 
prompted an upturn in oil sales. 
But this has been offset by further 
demand falls in other markets, 
principally Western Europe and 
Japan. 

Mr. Herman Franssen. chief 
economist of the International 
Energy Agency (IE A) that groups 
the main Western consumer cou- 
ntries. this week confirmed the 
continuing downward trend. 

• He told Reuters at IEA hea- 
dquarters in Paris that latest est- 
imates for the Western ind- 
ustrialised world suggested oil 
demand in the last quarter of 1983 
would drop by something under 
two and a half per cent compared 
with the same period last year. ' 

What puzzles some analysts and 
•worries OPEC officials is that ref- 
iners have been building up their 
stocks during the northern hem- 
isphere summer at a rate not seen 


since before the onset of the world 
recession. 

Analysts’ estimates of the stock 
build-up during the third quarter 
of this year vary widely between 
ODe million and two million bar- 
rels a day. 

Daily non-communist world 
demand is about 45 million barrles 
a day. 

Refiners are expected to start 
drawing on their stocks by around 
half a million barrels a day in the 
coming winter quarter. 

Although the lEA's Franssen 
believes restocking is likely Lo be 
in line with winter demand for- 
ecasts. other analysts believe the 
build-up has. been too high. 

The necessity to build up stocks 
at all in a period of stagnant dem- 
and stems from the oil market 
chaos of early 19X3 when prices 
looked set to plummet as a result 
of disagreements within OPEC. 

Refiners used up their stocks at 
an unprecedented four to 4.5 mil- 
lion barrels a day at one stage rai- 
-her than risk buying in new oil at 
whafmight subsequently prove to 
have been inflated prices. 

OPEC averted the price crash in 
March by agreeing to limit overall 


production to 17.5 million barrels 
a day at a new lower benchmark 
price of 529 a barrel. 

The accord was reconfirmed at 
subsequent OPEC gatherings, inc- 
luding a meeting this month of the 
exporter group’s market mon- 
itoring committee. 

Committee Chairman Mana 
Said A1 Oteiba acknowledged, 
however, that OPEC output had 
drifted up lo more than 1 8 million 
barrels a day. 

Mr. Oteiba said that if this extra 
production was being used by ref- 
iners to restock, a subsequent 
drawdown of stocks could adv- 
ersely affect OPEC sales next 
year. 

He mentioned the prospect of a 
second mild winter in a row as a 
possible factor depressing demand 
in the coming months. 

Industry experts cite the poor 
record of recent long-range wea- 
ther forecasting and the lEA's 
Franssen said a margin of plus or 
minus 5uu,(K)(l barrels a day sho- 
uld be applied to fourth quarter 
estimates to take account of var- 
iations in the weather. 

Other analysts believe ass- 
essments of Western economic 


recovery underlying the stock 
build-up may also prove to be 
over-optimistic. 

Oil company analysts ack- 
nowledge the prospects for rec- 
overy are not good but believe 
they have got their sums right on 
restocking. 

•‘The management of stocks is 
at a broadly secure IeveL If sto- 
cking proves to have been too 
high, that can only be determined 
by hindsight.” one company ana- 
lyst said. 

Company analysts believe' the 
main threat to a stable market is 
continuing OPEC over- 
production in the coming months. 

OPECs market monitoring 
committee this month called on 
members to pull back to the 17.5 
million barrel a day level. 

The four-man committee will 
meet again in Vienna on Oct. 27 to 
see whether the call has been hee- 
ded. 

If members of the 13-nation 
group continue to violate Lhe self- 
imposed ceiling they may be all- 
owing possible excess stocking by 
refiners and creating problems for 
themselves in the first quarter of 
next year. 


Caterpillar can take care of itself despite ordeal 


NEW YORK: Caterpillar Tractor 
has been hammered in the past 
two years by a series of blows that 
would have wrecked a weaker 
company. 

Far from crumbling under the 
strain, the group believes that it 
will emerge from its ordeal in 
sound financial shape, and with a 
radically improved costs structure. 

“I am quite convinced that we 
will have a leaner — perhaps mea- 
ner —organisation than before we 
went into this economic dow- 
' ntum.” says Mr. Lee Morgan, the 
company's chairman. 

Based in Peoria. Illinois. Cat- 
erpillar Tractor is the world's lar- 
gest producer of earthmoving. 
construction and materials han- 
dling equipment, and is also a 
major force in the diesel engine 
business. 

Typically, it controls between 
2l| tqJiO.per cent of its major mar- 
kets around the world, and it is. 
roughly twice as big as its nearest 
rival, Komatsu of Japan. 

Around the spring of last year, 
the company was counting on an 
upturn in demand in the second 
half of 1982. and built up its wor- 
kload accordingly. 

Instead business dropped like a 
stone, and Caterpillar Tractors 
problems were exacerbated by the 
strength of the dollar against the 
yen. which gave a sharp edge to 
Komatsu in the international 
marketplace. 

In a bid to improve its cost corn- 


petitveness. Caterpillar Tractor 
squared up to the United Auto 
Workers’ Union during last aut- 
umn's labour contract neg- 
otiations — and walked straight 
into a seven-month strike, the 
longest in the union's history. 

With sales sliding away, the 
company slipped into the red for 
the first time in 5u years, losing 
S1R0 million during 1982. 

With its markets still under sev- 
ere pressure, sales in the first six 
months of 1 983 were less than half 
the level of two years earlier. 

Losses in the six months came to 
S264 million after tax. 

Ail this has had a big impact on 
a company which had been cha- 
racterised in the past as self- 
confident and inbred. 

** It has been a very exciting exp- 
erience, and in many ways a very 
rewarding one.” says Mr. Morgan, 
with no hint of tongue in cheek. 

According to Mr. David Sutliff, 
an analysts with Salomon Bro- 
thers: “The whole thing has been 
very good for Caterpillar Tractor. 
It has been galvanised into bro- 
ader actions than it would oth- 
erwise have taken.” 

The cost reductions have been 
substantial. 

The salaried workforce was cut 
by over 3.U00 — 10 per cent — in 
1982. and by a further 800 in the 
first six months of this year. 

Mr. Morgan says the company's 
so-called "period costs” — which 
include just about everything exc-

In return, the company offered 
a profit-sharing scheme , improved 
unemployment benefits, and mai- 
ntained cost of living protection. 

According to union vice- 
president. Mr. Stephen Yokich. 
Caterpillar Tractor had been pre- 
vented “from taking away the sco- 
res of gains the union had made

over the past 34 years.’’ In Mr. 
Morgan's view, “our goal was to 
contain cost increases, and I think 
we clearly achieved that.” 

Caterpillar Tractor’s efforts to 
. hold down costs have not been 
limited to pay. 

It has also been working on 
improved manufacturing methods 
and layouts, tighter financial con- 
trols, and new relationships with 
its suppliers. 

Instead of relying on traditional 
sources, Mr. Morgan says “we are 
shopping the world more and 
more for commodities." 

The company has also set up a 
programme of supplier cer- 
tification, whereby component 
makers which meet its standards 
become more accountable for 
quality contrpl. 

“There is no doubt in my mind 
that we have permanently lowered 
some of our overhead ratios,” Mr. 
Morgan claims. 

Mr. Morgan, who started at the 
company in 1946, has also been 
vety active on the political fronL 
leading business pressure groups 
in their efforts to persuade the 
Reagan administration to do som- 
ething about the unbalanced 
dollar/yen parity. 

Claiming that the current rate 
gives the Japanese cost adv- 
antages of 25 per cent, he has cal- 
led for government action to str- 
engthen the yen against the dollar. 

So far, Mr. Morgan's appeal has 
fallen on stony ground, and Cat- 
erpillar Tractor is still taking a 
beating in markets outside the 
U.S., which normally accounts for 
river half its sales.

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Filipino opposition woos military 


MANILA (R) — Opposition parties are trying to win 
the support of the Philippines armed forces, which 
have stood firmly behind President Ferdinand Mar- 
cos in anti-government unrest, a prominent pol- 
itician said Sunday. 


Agapito Aquino, younger bro- 
ther of assassinated former Sen. 
Benigno Aquino, told Reuters 
that military officers had exp- ' 
ressed support through social con- 
tacts for the opposition's cam- 
paign for political reforms in the 
country. 

“We have a dialogue with those 
■ military officerswho are loyal to 
the republic (of the Philippines; 
rather than the man (Marcos; who 
sits in the presidential palace," he 
said after an anti- govern meat 
rally. 

“There is a general whispering 
of military support for us." he 
.added. 

Mr. Aquino, a businessman and 
part-time film actor, was pushed 
into the political limelight after his 


brothers assassination at Manila 
Airport last month. He has been 
touring the countryside to gather 
support for the opposition's dem- 
ands for a change in government. 

He said there was a groundswell 
of support for the opposition in 
rural areas, and listed Central 
Luzon Island in the north. Wes- 
tern Visayas in Central Phi- 
lippines and Mindanao in the 
south as places where the opp- 
osition was strong. 

He joined several hundred 
people who jogged about three 
five kilometres through Central 
Manila at dawn Sunday in a new 
form of protest following weeks of 
anti-government demonstrations 
and riots. 


He said the opposition had to do ' 
strange things to drive home its 
message that Mr. Marcos should 
Step down.

Mondale wins straw poll 


HOLLYWOOD. Florida (R) — 
Former Vice-President Walter 
Mondale was in a strong position 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination Sunday after notching 
up two victories against his opp- 
onents over the weekend. 

He won 51 per cent of the votes 
in a non-binding presidential pre- 
ference poll of local Democratic 
activists in the northeastern state 
of Maine. 

It was the last major test of gra- 
ssroots voter opinion before the 
start next February of state pri- 
mary elections and caucuses to 
choose delegates to the con- 
vention which will nominate the 
Democratic presidential can- 
didate. 

Mr. Mondale, vice-president 
under Jimmy Carter from 1977 to 
I MSI. aiso got a huge vote of con- 
fidence from the leaders of the 
AFL-CIO. the country's biggest 
trade union group, who preferred 
him to Ohio senator and former 
astronaut John Glenn. 

They voted by a majority of 
more than 90 per cent to rec- 
ommend the rank-and-file of the 
AFL-CIO to endorse Mr. Mon- 
dale as the “Labour candidate". 

A full convention of the AFL- 


CIO will vote on the rec- 
ommendation here later this 
week. Given the lop-sided dec- 
ision of their elected leaders, this 
is likely to be a formality, labour 
officials said. 

Although the poll, in Maine was 
noQ-binding, it was a psy- 
chological boost for Mr. Mondale, 
allowing him to shed his recent 
image of somehow slipping in the 
hearts of Democratic voters. 

Mr. Glenn did not campaign 
strongly in Maine, but his sup- 
porters cried hard to stop a pre- 
dicted Mondaie landslide at the 
AFL-CIO meeting. 

They cited recent public opi- 
nion polls indicating Mr. Glenn 
might have a better chance than 
Mr. Mondaie of beating President 
Reagan if he decideds to run 

But the union leaders app- 
lauded the decision by AFLrCIO 
President Lane Kirkland to throw 
organised labour early into the 
campaign to defeat Mr. Reagan. 

The main aim of organised lab- 
our. said Vincent Sombrotto. pre- 
sident of the national association 
of letter carriers, should be “to 
send the present occupant of the 
White House riding off into the 
sunset."
